Now this Haman BUI is only a 
sham wav to get hold of onr Natural 
Oyster rocks, places where thousands 
of onr working people are enabled to 
make their living. They are willing to 
pay to the State her tax they pot on 
them. Now the so called Haman BUI 
wants to take tbia away from them. 

How can it be any .better for the tonger 
or dredger to lease the bottoms of the 
bay and its tributaries? Where does 
the better come in at? Now if you 
will listen to some common sense I will 
show von where the planting baa always 
been a detriment to the natural rocks. 

I will show yon they tong or dredge the 
yonng growth up off the natnral rocks 
and pnt them on individual beds. Then 
the natnral rocks is depleted. Now if 
they pass the Haman Bill to lease the 
bottoma ot the bay and its tributaries, 
where are they going to get seed oys¬ 
ters at? Have to take them off natnral 
rocks. Again that depletes it worse 
than tbe present plant law does. Let me 
aay to the people of tbe State if yon 
want to save the natural rocks yon had 
better stop the planting at all. With 
all the cull law you can enforce, they 
get the seed oysters from the natural 
rock. There is no where else to get 
them.

Tbe decision of Justice of the Peace 
8. W. Keanerlv, at Crtsfield on Wednes- 1 
day, declaring the Neleon brothers, i 
Jtalph and John, guilty of taking oys¬ 
ters from grounds belonging to the 
Tanker Packing Company, precipitated i 
a riot m the Court room, their friends 
making a rush to rescue the prisoners 
end inflict punishment on the Justice 
and several members f of company -who f 
■ were present as plaintiffs. The trial ’ 
was held in Pythisn Hall, in order to 1 
accomodate the crowd. The accused, < 
tbe justice, the counsel, witnesses and i 
so on were on tbe stage. When the i 
verdict was rendered a part of tbe crpwd i 
rushed toward tbe atage.another portion 
made for tbe door and a third smashed 1 
out the windows in order to escape from t 
danger which they feared from revolvers < 
in tbe hands of the rioters Hon. James : 
B. Bllegood, counsel for the Nelsons, 
and States Attorney Waters, succeeded 
in quieting the cro wd srotll the Justice 
•nd tbe plaintiff members of tbe com¬ 
pany could escape from a bade window. 
Two or three of these jumped into mud 
and water np to their necks end swam 
across tbe dock out of harm's way. 

Subsequently Justice Kennerlv re¬ 
versed hie decision, at tbe demand bf 
the crowd, and matters quieted down, ' 
There were several fights however .grow¬ 
ing ont ot the trouble and deputy sheriff 
Sterling knocked two or more men 
down. Tbe Grand Jury of Somerset 
wbicb aits at Princess Anne next week, 
wilt thoroughly in vestigate tbe case and 
a number oi arrests will probably be 
made. \ 

Justice Kennerlv said afterward that 
be reversed his decision in order to save 
his life and still believed tbe accused to 
be guilty.

The gtonndafrom which it is alleged 
the oysters were taken, consist of about 
200 acres, taken np by individual mem¬ 
bers ot tbe Pecking Company and plant¬ 
ed in 1901- Tbe larger majority of the 
stock planted at that time wee shells, 
which cost severs! thousand dollars. The 
shells did not catch spat the first year, 
bnt the second season the strike was 
good and the oysters have made rapid 
growth until now i hev are of a market¬ 
able rise, and renreaent a large amount 
ol money to their owners. The members 
of the packing company who oWn these 
lots claim that thev are depleted oyater 
bottoms, and that oysters coaid not be 
esaght profitably there until they were 
planted bv tbe owners of tbe oyaterbeds. 

The ovatermen claim the company has 
encroached upon the natnral rocks and 
therefore npon the traditional rights of 
/ the oyaterman in the Little Annamesaex 
river. Wednesday night the oyatermen 
claimed a victory m tbe suit and said 
they will take all theovatera in tbe Lit¬ 
tle Annan^euex river and that the law 
could not stop them. i 

Governor Warfield Is expected to take 
prompt action'and send tbe Statfc Oys¬ 
ter Navy to the scene at once.

An almost perfect skeleton was found 
In a cave at Mentone, Prance, March, 
1872. It abowed Its owner to have been 
a tall, well formed man, with an aver¬ 
age skull and a facia) angle of elglity- 
five degrees. The antiquity of this skel¬ 
eton, known as the Mentone man, Is 
undoubted. His bones are associated 
with those of the itave lion, cave bear 
and other extinct animals. All the 
bones were in place, surrounded by 
flint Implements and the remains of 
animals which the man probably had 
killed. Twenty-two perforated teeth, 
which may have formed a chaplet, lay 
by hie head. These bones, with the 
Dutchman’s skull found In a cave near 
Bngto, are the oldest specimens known 
of human remains and go far to prove 
that prehistoric races were well fur¬ 
nished with brain power.

The council turned over to the applicants 
for the franchise above mentioned, a char¬ 
ter, witb some modifications, issued two 
years or more ago to the Salisbury Gas 
and Electric Co. The new organization 
however, is entirely separate and distinct 
from that company. The details of the 
plant of the new concern could not be 
learned at this time. It Is rumored how¬ 
ever, that local capital will be interested 
in the venture to a more or less extent. 

Tne contract which will be formally en¬ 
tered into next Monday night between the 
council and the new company, will con 
tain a provision that the charter will be 
forfeited if the new company, or its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, at any time, con¬ 
solidate with the existing lighting con- 
pan; now operating in Salisbury. 

Further provisions of the contract are I 
as follows: 

The price for gas is fixed at $1.40 per 1000 
feet, with a rebate cf 10 per cent, for cash, 
making the net cost tl 26 per 1000 feet. 

The company is granted the privilege 
of building the plant and operating it 
free of all payment to the city of Salis¬ 
bury for three years, namely, during 1900, 
1907 and 1908. During the succeeding five 
years, the company pays the city $100 per 
year. The next five years, the company 
pays the city $200 per year. After that 
time, the city is paid $800 per year. The 
option is reserved by the company how 
ever, to pay the city at any time, $6.00(1 
cash premium, and lie relieved of the 
charge laid upon it by the contract. 

The above contract is looked upon by 
the Council as being very advantageous 
to the city. Franchises have beengianted 
hitherto free of all charge. The best offer

Passes To Be Abolished By The Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad—Order Ellecl- 
ive January First. 

“In view of the general agitation on 
the subject of legislation on railroad 
rates and the abolition of all rebate* and 
concessions, it has been decided by tbe 
management of tbe Pennsylvania Railroad 
that all forms of free transportation will 
tie discontinued after the end of the pre¬ 
sent year.’’ 

Tbe above statement was issued Tuesday I 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad, and it 
came as a complete surprise. Hweeptng 
in character, it includes all persons from 
United .States Senators down to tbe bumble 
guardians of peace in the little villages 
through which some branch or port of this 
big railroad system pusses. At one swoop 
the list of favored ones, numbering thous¬ 
ands, will be striken off if tne decision is 
carried out to the letter. 

Of all the persons affocted by this im¬ 
portant order it will be felt keenly by the 
hundreds of politicians, tiig and little, 
who have year in und year out received 
large numbers of pnsses. 

An officer of the Pennsylvania road iu 
discussing the order said: 

“Buch a mandate was to bo expected. 
It will lie carried out in its fullest mean¬ 
ing. It is known that President Cassatt 
favors railroad rate legislation, and, nat¬ 
urally, be would be the first person to as¬ 
sist in any movement intended to abolish 
all forms of rebating or making any kind 
of concession.

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As time goes by, the provofc- ! 
tion under which the Crisfield 
oystermen of the Little-Anna- 
messez river have labored, comes 
to the surface and ia given public¬ 
ity. In talking with a prominent 
resident of Crisfield this week— ; 
not an oystermen—a short history 
oi planting on the Little Anna- 
messes from the viewpoint of a 
sympathizer with the oystermen 
was given the editor of this paper. 1 
This gentleman said: 

“Contrary to reports, the oya* 
termen of Crisfield have not watt¬ 
ed nntil the Tangier Packing Co. 
took np these oyster lots and cul - 
tivated them before raising a pro 7 
test and endeavoring to aeize the 
oysters. When the ldts were first 
taken up and it became known by 
stakes and buoys being set. about 
two and one-half years ago, the 
oystermen protested and took le¬ 
gal means to dispossessthe claims. 
They brought suit, first before 
this same Justice Kennedy, and 
then took their case before the 
Circuit Court. 

**Tbe matter has dragged along 
in the Court, by one legal sub¬ 
terfuge or another, and has never 
come to trial. 

"In the meantime, the dredgers 
claim that .the stakes and buoys 
have been moved out from time to 
time nntil practically the whole 
oyster grounds have been gobbled 
np. The oystermen can get no 
redress in the Courts and their 
chance for livlihood is disappear¬ 
ing. 

“.Some time ago a survey was 
made of one of the lots and it is 
reported in Crisfield that, instead 
of containing 5 acres, it contained 
between 13 and 14 acres. The lots 
are nominally held by various 
persons, but they have no deed for 
them, pay no taxes on them and 
the title is .very doubtful and un¬ 
determined.
